Shocks the Sensibilities. of National

ed the matter to W. A: Coote, secre- 
tary of the Nation Vigilance Associa-

tion.’ He took\a look at the-offending. 


. nude statues and informed the "police, 


who at ‘once ordered canvas sereens 
to be put yp until thé responsible 
heads of the Medical Association could 
be communicated with. ; 

“In ‘no other city in Europe,” de- 
clared the secretary of the N. V. A., 
“are figures, in sculpture of ‘the na- 
ture’ shown on, the building in the 
Strand thrust upon the public gaze. 
If photographs of the statues were 
sold in the public streets or exposed 
for sale in any shop, proceedings 
would at once be taken. We intend, 
unless the offending figures are re- 
moved, to take action and see whe- 
ther or not the law is strong enough 
to deal with’ such a display.” 

Said Guy Elligton, secretary of the 
British Medical Association: “I can- 
not see anything objectionable in the 
statuary. Nude figures in. themselves 
constitute no harm. If they were on 
the ground level, and could be muti- 
lated by ribald people it would be 
different. But they are fifty feet from 
the ground. When a police officer 
came to me concerning one of the 
figures on the Strand side, I went to 
see it. I failed to notice anything 
wrong, suggestive, or indecent.” 

George Frampton, R.A., the famous 
sculptor, said: “I should think the 
objection is in the suggestion put into 
the figures by the minds of the per- 
sons who complain. There is noth- 
ing objectionable in the nude. The 
indecency is in the minds of the peo- 
ple who are looking at. the figures. 
Many nude figures, some of/them in 
beautiful groups, appedr on our pub- 
lic; buildings. So long as there is no 
suggestiveness — why should they be 
termed indecent?”  ° 3 

Walter Crane, the well-known artist, 
took a similar view: ‘‘I have not seen 
the statues, and do not know who the 
sculptor is, and I can, therefore, ex- 
press no opinion on their artistic 
merit. So far, however, as the prin- 
ciple involved is concerned, I am en- 
tirely in favor of frank sex represen- 
tation in art.” 

Ceylon’s Land-Leech 

It is nearly always the case that ex- 
ceedingly beautiful countries*are over- 
run by different kinds of pests. Beau- 
tiful Ceylon has mosquitoes, said to 
be the most adroit and audacious in 
the world, and snakes, and a thous- 
and more plagues of poor human be- 
ings, but the worst of them all isa 
species of leech. The Ceylon land- 
leech is a thin creature about two 
inches long, and very nimble and 
flexible; it will crawl up a man’s leg, 
and traveling underneath the cloth- 
ing, will climb as high as the throat. 
They do not crawl like the innocent 
leegh that was. known: to qi = 
but rear themselves up on their tail 
to watch for prey and walk off to at- 
tack it with amazing rapidity. In 
walking through the jungle hosts of 
them may be seen by the roadside, 
where they wait to victimize cattle: 
Horses, it is said, are driven half 
wild by them, as also are palanquin- 
beayers and coolies, whose bare legs 
are their favorite resort, the men’s 
hands being too engaged to pull them 
off. The leeches may .be seen hang- 
ing round their ankles, from which 
tiny trickles of blood run over the 
foot. 


The Bajus of Borneo. 


Kina Balu, the highest mountain in 
Borneo, rises nearly 14,000 feet above 
the sea level. Among the tribes to be 
founedl on the mountain: are a very 
strange race of people called the Ba- 
jus. , They trade in: camphor, wax, 
gutta-percha, and india-rubber. The 
great source of their wealth is, how- 
ever, the edible birds’ nests, beloved 
by Chinese gourmets. One of the 
most peculiar of their customs is the 
christening of a child. A feather is 
inserted up the: baby’s nostril, to tic- 
kle it; if it sneezes it is a~ od sign, 
but if not the ceremony is put. off 
until another day.. One of their most 
inhuman customs is that when their 
women are dying they are taken to 
the woods, and left in a hastily built 
hut, where only the meanest of their 
slaves may wait on them.

TIMBER FAMINE 


Has Been Here for Some. Years, Is 
the Opinion of Dr. Fernow, 

“We have ‘been talking for twenty- 
six yéars on the subject. of a probable 
timber’ famine, ‘and some. time ago 
I was asked where was that predicted 
timber famine. 
been’ asléép; it is on, us already, for 
when. prices rise continuously at a 
rapid rate there must: be a famine. 
4nd. the prices have. risen very. stead- 
ilyf as you see. ' Sey 

‘This more or Jess horizontal line,” 
referring to” a /diagram exhibited at 
the meeting, “indicates the prices be- 
fore 1899, while this rapidly ascend- 
ing curve represents the prices since 
that year, and from the character of 
the curve,you can see that this rise 
in prices will go on, as may also be 
predicted from other data, I assure 
you. Every year you pay just eight 
per cent. more for your wood than you 
did the year before. Have you no 
interest in that? I mean has the pub- 
lic in general no interest in the fores- 
try question? It seems to me they 
have. Everybody must have an in- 
terest in it, because it touches his 
pocket. , 

“There is another point I wish to 
make, namely, that, while before 1899 
prices went up and down from year 
to year, but on the whole remained 
level, from the year 1899 prices of all 
grades of wood began an upward 
course. “What is the reason? The 
explanation is simple: In 1899 the 
data collected by the United States 
Census regarding supply and demand 
of forest products became known, 
which showed that-in predicting this 
timber famine we were not so very 
far out of the way. 

“Not supply and demand, but know- 
ledge of supply and demand makes 
prices, and the trouble has been in 
the past the absence of knowledge as 
to our timber resources, and this lack 
of knowledge still works against our 
work of reform. During the last few 
years the knowledge has_ increased 
and’ the result has been that prices 
have risen as it became known that 
the supply was less than had been 
supposed.”—Dr. B. E. Fernow. Dean 
of the Faculty of ‘Forestry, Univer- 
sity of Toronto, at annual meeting cf 
Canadian Forestry Association, 1908.

Of course, one must freshen 
the corn, and when I cook it I'add 
a little sugar. The corn is white, 
and tastes just like fresh. I do not 
pack jars full, but .leave about 
half an inch space full of water on 
top; it keeps better that way. I 
did young string beans in the same 
way and did not lose a jar. I was 
so pleased, because I had tried 
often and failed. Now- I put a 
newspaper upon ‘the tray that’is 
beneath the* burners on my gas 
stove and it saves lots of work. If 
anything boils over I only have to 
lift the paper and not scrub the 
tray, for that is clean.

The last suggestion is well worth 
following when canning and preserv- 
ing as well as at other times, and I 
am grateful for the recipe. I wish 
that every woman whose garden fur- 
nishes her with more vegetables than 
she needs for immediate use would 
try canning the surplus. Few of us 
can afford to buy fresh green vege- 
tables all winter, and the appetite 
wearies of the regular winter vege- 
tables, no matter how one tries to 
vary modes of preparation. Canned 
vegetables bring the lenged-for va- 
riety, but one has too many doubts 
on those put up by big manufactur- 
ing concerns to feel real comfort in 
eating them. Moreover, they have a 
tendency to insipidity and lack the 
flavor belonging to home-canned 
vegetables.

To Preserve Eggs. 


_An Australian chemist has invented 
a process of preserving eggs by desic- 
cation. The eggs, freed from the 
shells, are dried at the relatively low 
temperature of 130 degrees. This can 
be rapidly executed ini containers kept 
at’ this temperature, from which the 
air has been exhausted, and from 
which the moist vapor has been with- 
drawn as fast as it is given off by 
evaporation. from the eggs. There is 
no alteration in the chemical com- 
position of the, eggs—only a loss of 
the greater part of the water. When | 
thoroughly desiccated and pulverized 
jnto a coarse powder, the egg material 
can be preserved for an indefinite per- 
iod in ordinary packages, if ip dry. 
The eggs are “reconstituted” by the 
simple addition of water to the dry 
powder, the resultant mass being 
quite indistinguishable from newly- 
beaten eggs. ; 


Ten Stick Island.
